The Btate of Baturday says as tha
result of a disagreement aver the lo-
cation of a gravestone whieh they
were placing over the last resting
place of James Powers, Wade Augh-
try is in jail and James Powers 1s
suffering from a mysterious wound in .
the head. Powers had purchased &
tombstone and Thursday he engugzed
Aughtry to go with him to place tiie |
stone at his father’s grave in the
Jackson Creek churchyard on the Two-
Ngteh road, 10 miles from Columbia.
While preparing for the installation
a di ment arose between the
two and the subsequent events ac-
count for the injury to Powers.

Aughtry said that Powers carried
a pint of whiskey with him and be-
came under the influence of the
liquor before they had succeeded in
getting the stonc ereeted. Aughtry
claims that Powers insisted on put-
ting the monument in the eentre of
the grave instead of at the head and
that when Aughtry demurred became 1
vexed ®mnd advanced wtilh an open
knife.

The accused says that he pushed
Powers away from Lim, the man fall-
ing and striking his head upon a
necrby headstone to a grave. When
he arose he was bleeding and Augh-
try brought him back to the eity in
the wagen that had earried  the
gravesione out. Aughtry,is charged
with assault and battery with intent
to kill and was placed in jail on a
warrant issued by Magistrate Easter-
ling. The wound is not a serious one,
but Aughtry will be held to await de-
velopments.

Rates Given For Teachers.
